But Iho lemaiks of Dr 
Wiiisotr, ihe Cdtholic Bifshop of Hobart 
Town, wbioh appears A i n OUI p 4pet 
itrnie -time ago, do am eeem to us to have that 
ttudmej', On the contrary, Dr. Wtttsos- 
JsetniB to' have looked Tery favourabty upon Ihe 
ct tabltshmtnt, and to havo admitted full r tl« 
tsccllcncoof ibe orraugtmeots so iar as ihej- 
dtptndcd upon daily rcgulition. Dr. Camp- 
S£i.l, however, does not seem to 
biTo received theaa remarks as tbej 
irete obvieni^iv inbEmkd— io facilitito and 
not to question hU corativc measnrEa, aad to 
obta.ui aucb help on tie part of the Government 
as surely every humane msu would approve, by 
which the accommodation may be larger, mi the 
fltosEEorics df the bstilution more favourable to 
the tccpveiy of the inaans. The rejoinder of 
thn Bishop 1o Dr. Casieiell's reply seems to 
harmoniee vrellvrttU bie known, benevolence and 
dignity of character. Wo aheli not certainly 
have a controversy — should one arise— degene- 
rating into those personalities which too often 
disfigure even tba MTitiogs of able men, and de- 
prive ibeir vtorde ofweiglit to which they would 
be otherwise entitled. 

It is not altogether new to us thnt Tarban 
Creek ia not the kind of plsce best adapted far 
the purpose of Euch an inaiiiutioa. The want 
of sufficient accommodation hua been a matter 
of bag complaint, end the weight attached by 
the Btsmoi' to those auxiliaries wbicb have a 
restorative influence upon the human mind is 
certainly amply sustained by the most eminent 
authorities. It is quits obvious that every kind 
of discipline, wb.eth.er of barracks, schools, 
prisons, or hospitals, will be greatly 
affected by the material airrtagoinents in 
existence. The flovBrily or . relaxation of 
restraint must be governed by surrounding cir- 
cumstances ; and it ij obvious that what may be 
permitted to a patient in an establishment 
suitable fot the management of the insane 
would not bo allotted wbcre everything it on a 
contracted scale, or where proper classification 
could not ba effected. 

The cb((j, lowevei, is one for imniiry, and 
for such information as may bs drawn from 
experienced men who bavn seen the manage- 
ment of such institutions in other countries, and 
who ere able to estimate tha proposed improve- 
ments. 

Although the source of mental derangement 
must often bo sought in physical disturbance, 
it is no doubt influenced largely by moral 
causes, and these are again acted upon by 
external imprtaeiohs. It is perfectly certain 
that there me degrees of madness which Tequire 
restraint, but which by no meana prevent tbe 
eicreiee of reason. There seems to entwine 
with ,he ordinary action of the mind some 
thread of di 501 tier under which the whole 
mental character vibrates; but it is possible 
that by preserving tha healthier faculties 
from tbe intrusion of perilous ideas the tut- 
health}' may be modified and finally restored. 
It is not uncommon for persona in thair appre- 
ciate of the panity of the world to divide it 
into two stcfiona— the rational and the mad; 
but there axe fifty gradations by which these 
two points are eepirated from each other. 
Hence tbe great importance of classification 
and tbe placing witbin reach ell thoac inlu- 
encta which divert, relieve, and clarify the 
mind. Most people have heard of examples 
of the pewMfu! cffsEt cf same sudden emotion 
in cubduing the imanc idea; how a 
wcU'knoWB countenance — some voice tecog- 
niecd as the voice of affection, or some 
scene familiar to the eye, or some remembrance 
brought back by accidental circumetajices, 
has gives to the mind that spring 
by which it Tina been enabled to recover its 
bslaaco, and though, perhaps, always a danger 
esisEed of relapse, that relapse has never oc- 
curred, "We presume that if we were treating 
of insanity aa applying uniformly to the beat 
classes of eociety, a ready ear would be lent to 
all these propositions of amelioration ; but 
there lurks beneath indifference a feeling ot 
contempt far tbe original character of tbe in- 
sane. It ia said, with too much truth, that 
many of those unfortunate beings are 
merely lbs wreck of characters utterly 
worthless— that they have deserved no sympathy 
because they possessed ne virtue; that 
tbeir insanity is only another form of punish,- 
ment which descends upon the criminal. Wa 
fear (hat there is much truth in these alle- 
gations with respect to a large section of tbe 
insane — that their insanity is as much (he con- 
sequence of paat viees and crimes as any other 
form of penalty ; but when such a calamity baa 
fallen upon a human being the band of man 
should be withdrawn, and be should only know 
the sufferer as an object of compassion to be 
soothed and relieved. There ere, however, 
many who axe the inheritor* of others' 
guilt, or their sufferings are but the 
consequences of a too active sympathy, 
or a too heavy pressure of those multiplied ilia 
to wMch man ifl heir. Xhese require certainly 
a higher degree o[ compassion, and ought tu be 
dealt with in every case with the tender- 
ness due to virtue and mijfortHne. 
Thousands of the best and purest 
minds have been so darkened and even trans- 
formed by the influence of insanity. We are 
quite aware that there ate times when all ap- 
pliances intended to act upon disease through 
the intellectual fatuities may be unavailing. 
The poweT of perception ia almost gone, or so 
obscured a a to be no longer a £nida to external 
objects. "What is to be done with the raffing 
maniac f Even upon him, at some moment 
pel hops, the light of the sun faliing on a 
cheerful room, if the external objects 
were bright and arimated, would hive same 
soothing and assuaging influence. 

We are glad to acknowledge the service! 
rendered by Dr, Campbell, and to receive his 
explanation of some points which might seem 
to require it; but it has not left upon our minds 
any doubt as to the propriety of the letter ad- 
dressed by Dr. Wiilsoit to the CotosiAi 
B:£enETABY, or (be motives by which it was 
inspired- Certainly a gentleman whose expo - 
rienee coveia bo large a spate on the subject 



upon which ho has ventured an opinion, hsa 
a right to be heard with reaped, and cannot 
be regarded si having gone beyond the liaE of 
hia duties, or given fair ground of offeoco. The 
advantages of his suggestions may not ba seen 
for the moment, but it is quite clear that in any 
ite\F construction for the reception of the insane 
his communicfilicn will have itj due weight, 
when we come to consider what thousands or 
human beings have psasod and wiil yet pass 
through ,li at terrible trial— that tha be it as well 
as Ihe worst may be subjected to the sad aeces- 
eity of restraint, and thst the calamity of mad. 
ntes 13 ono against which no virtue or eara, ot 
wealth, or poweT can assure u», wc feel that n 
refoim calculated 10 diminish tbo amount of 
snffeiing, or to increase the chances of restora- 
tion is well worthy the concern of every philan- 
thropist, and every legislator. 



Thb citiiens of Ooulburn are getting up a 
movement not only in favour of a greater acce- 
leration of the raihvny works, but of a rapid 
extension of them to the district beyond. For 
this 1 no one will blame them. Nothing ask, 
nothing have. 

The progress of the railway is a matter of 
vita] importance Is the town. And it must ha 
very annoying to those who have been deluded 
into the bopo that they would be able to travel 
to town by steam in a coupie of years, to witness 
the dilatory may in which the works are being 
carried forward. Thcycannot help feeling that 
a very different spirit animates tbe Department 
of Worts to what animates them in the matter, 
and lhat the Government, however truly 
it may be faid (0 represent the people in other 
respects, certainly does not represent their 
eagerness to see the railway made. Of course 
there are escuses; an official would not be 
worth his salt who could not make eicuaes. 
But even when they are valid they afford very 
little satisfaction ; and if tbey are felt to be mora 
or lees evasive, lbs (atisfaotion is still further 
reduced. The second contract beyond Picten 
has recently been entrusted to netv bands, tha 
oiiginal contract having lapeed from non-per- 
formance, liut for a period of about" seven 
months the works were idle, Whether it wis 
necessary for at) long a time to intervene— 
whether a Minister, leaioui for tbe good of 
the country, could not have expeditedthe matter 
a little more— aTe points on which the people of 
Goulburn are entitled to ba a little suspicioui. 
If, however, they were to put their remoti- 
strancos in the shape of a Parliamentary censure 
they would End that a large majority would 
exculpate the Government, and pronounce that 
the complainants had made out 110 case. But 
though relief ig not to be obtained in that way, 
a little egitstionmsy have a wholesome influence 
on tbe Minister's activity, and not be without its 
effect, even though ha may deBpise insinuations 
as to his indolence, and reaent the ides lhat 
any external pressure is needed to keep him 
up to bis duty. In their own interest, therefore, 
they are justified in having a standing com- 
mittee to watch narrowly the progress of. the 
railway works, and to make prompt complaint if 
any time is needlessly wasted. 

The i mall contract system has now Been tried 
sufficiently long to show that, so far aa rapidity 
of execution ia concerned, it is a failure. 
Whether it possesses any other advantBges to 
compensate for its deficitney in this respect is 
of coutso a fair consideration, to be taken into 
account before it is condemned. It should be 
remembered, however,- that the Government 
was umdeT considerable pressure to adopt tbo 
present system. There was great jealousy 
shewn about inviting leviathan contractors to 
come and lake the profits out of the hands of 
local men; Bnd the slow rata at which the 
eslensiena lately completed woro pushed for- 
ward, having put plauiihle arguments into the 
ban da of tboee who denounced the principle 
atjd denied the utility of large contracts, the 
Government would have been severely attacked 
if, without throwing; open the works to the 
competition of minor contractors in Beetiohs 
adapted to their means, tbey bod arranged with 
Messrs. Pr.xo and Co. to undertake tha whole . 
at a price agtaed upon as fair. Thie latter 
course might perhaps bare been really the 
best for the country, but it would not 
havo been best for the Ministry; 
and under responsible government a Cabi- 
ntt necessarily considers its own stability 
ihe first consideration, Whatever blame 
may be bestowed upon the Ministry for tbe alow 
rale at which the Email contractors are working, 
it is probably less than would have been ia- 
curred if these contractors bad not been allowed 
any chance at all. If tlte system of Urge con- 
tracts is really the right one, tbe only way to 
secure public contentment with it was to try the 
other plan first, and allow it lo provoke a 
reaction of disss lis ractioo . 

The object of the Goulburn people, however, 
is not merely to expedite the works now in pro- 
gress, but includes aho the more ambitious orie 
of pushing the extension of the line, without 
delay, to the Victorian frontier. When the 
railway haa once reached Goulburn, the 
greatest difficulties have been con- 
quered The road onwards is comparatively 
easy, Thy route between Goulburn and Yasa 
is anything but a dead level, but ia easy country 
ccmpared to that between Pielen and Berriron, 
Beyond Yasa tbe ditrfcultics pre a till less. It is 
very easy to prove, therefore, that if St is worth 
while to go aa far as Goulburn it ia worth while 
to go a great deal further. Goulburn can never 
be regarded as anjthiog more than a temporary 
teimirms. Ibe Southern line has always this 
argument In support of it, that it is the great 
trunk line that will connect the two chief cities 
of Australia. Other lines aa they progress get 
more and mots towards the bush. The 
'Southern line has a ffrnifrirfj ad jweyi .* every 
mile in advance tends to 
the connection with Melbourne. The 
commercial, social, and military ; 
through line between Sjdncy am 
can hardly be overrated. 

But befde the country can dcTtjte 
elusively to the extension of the Southern Hoe 
(and it must do so if that extension is to pro- 
ceed with rapidity) Parliament must reverse its 
decisions, and tbo feeling of loeiLUni must 
allow itself to bo extinguished. There is only 
one way to obviate this difficulty, but that would 
be quite successful. If tha Southern settlors, 
who are laudably anxious for railway ex- 
(i union, will guarantee a mininium in- 
terest on the outlay — if they will 
agree that their district should be 
amenable to any special taxation lhat may be 
necessary to make up any deficit in the railway 
income — if they will avow themaelvee thus as 
ready to pay for the luxury of a railway as 
tbey arc anxious to enjoy it, then there will be 
no difficulty in the way of the Government 
negotiating a treaty with tome responsible con- 
tractor for the execution of tbe whole work; 
and in five years, i.t latest, the railway might be 
completed to the frontier of the colony. The 
matter leelly rests with the people themselves, 
and if they like to put their own shoulders to 
the wheel >hey can move tha car of progress 
forward as they please. Bat if they content 
themaeivca with trusting exclusively to Govern- 




ment thtymual ba prepared to excrcUe patience. 

Albury is constantly epokta, of as the ter- 
minus of tha Southern line. But thsro is no 
railway from Melbourne to thnt place. The 
Victorian line terminates at Echoes, and to 
connect with that our line would have to go by 
fl'iu-ga Waggn. and Deniliquin, Years hence 
no doubt there will be two lines, one via Albury 
and one via Deniliquin. Which should ba 
CotittruCod first is a matter for empiU-y. Those- 
who have local interests either way will of coarse 
come to a swift and peremptory decision; ihoae 
who have none will wait for some evidence 
before coming to any final opinion.

It is no ettaj and no iinmtdiately thankful ttesk for 
a man of educailoti nnd refinement la ahunrloti hie 
beloved pursuits, the intETcaurao of sooiotv, the cool- 
forte cf heme, and the relajtsliona of iiteraiure almosr, 
and dereto himjioLr to the prrpctnal peramhulaiian ef
